Contributing to 
this decline were lower prices for poultry products and livestock, particularly 
hogs.

For the period August 1973 to date, the initial 
prices to Western producers at Thunder Bay were on the 
basis of $2.25 per bushel for No. 1 C.W. Red Spring 
wheat, $1.10 per bushel for No. 2 C.W. oats, and Sie50 
per bushel for No. 2 C.W. six-row barley.

Cet indice a été publié pour la premiére fois en aoiit 
1946 sur la base chronologique et pondérée de 1935-39=100. En 
septembre 1969, il a été publié de nouveau sur la base pondérée 
de 1960-62=100 et sur la base chronologique de 1961=100. Dans 
chaque cas, la formule de Laspeyre a été utilisée pour la con- 
fection de l'indice. L'indice ainsi produit représentait les 
prix agricoles en cours en pourcentage des prix en vigueur 
pendant la période de référence. De 1935 4 1956 inclusivement, 
l'indice était basé sur les prix des produits représentant 
environ 90 % des recettes globales en espéces des cultivateurs, 
lesquelles provenaient de la vente des produits agricoles au 
cours de la période quinquennale de référence de 1935 a 1939. 
Dans le cas de la période de 1957 jusqu'a aujourd'hui, l'indice 
est basé sur les produits qui représentent environ 95 Z% des
